CHARLES G. TROSIEN 
SUCCUMBS JAN. 8th 


Charles G. Trosien_ succumbed 

at Mercy Hospital Thursday, Jan- 
uary 8, 1959, after having been 
hospitalized since September 22 
in the final stages of cancer. He 
was 75 years old. Funeral services 
were held Saturday, January 10, 
at the chapel of Perry Mt. Park 
Cemetery in Pontiac, under the 
auspices of F. & A. M. Lodge No. 
21 of Pontiac. He was a 32nd de- 
gree Mason. : 
. A.prayer services by the Rev.! 
Harald Knudsen was held Friday 
at 2 o'clock at the Sorenson Fu- 
neral Home in Grayling. 

Mr. Trosien was born August 


28, 1883, in Adrian, Mich., toj 
mily and Gottfried Trosien. He 
was a toolmaker by profession, 
and early became associated with 
A. .R. Welch, working as head 
the Welch automo- 
bile company, which began-its ex- 
istence in Chelsea, and in 1903 
was moved to Pontiac. The first 
Welch car was manufacturd in 
Chelsea, Mich., in 1889. After Mr. 
Welch's death on November 7th, 
1913, when he was drowned while 
duck hunting on Lake St: Clair 
during’ the so-called “Black Fri- 
day” storm, Mr. Trosien-was ask- 
ed by Mr. Welch’s widow to cen- 
tinue work on a transmission lock 
begun by her late husband. This 
he did, developing the idea dif- 
ferently- from Mr—-Welch’s, later 
patenting the ‘Trosien transmis- 
sion lock used on Oakland and 
Welch cars. : 

In 1925 Mr. Trosien moved to 
Crawford..County, and has made 
his home here ever since. e 
lived for many years on the main 
stream of the AuSable near 
Wakeley Bridge, moving to Gray- 
ling only a few years ago.
